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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 7-10, 12-21, 23-25, 27-29, 31-33, 35-37, 40-41, 43, 45-35, 53-60 and 62-77 are 
allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Aoki et al (USPN 4644338) teach, peripheral circuits for driving semiconductor driver 
elements are formed on the surface of the substrate on which thin-film transistors 6R, 6G, 6B for 
driving the liquid crystal are fabricated. Aoki et al. more specifically illustrate, a latch circuit 26 
serving as the column driver and the shift register 29 are fabricated as integrated circuits on the 
substrate 12, and the gate line selector and driver circuit 32 is fabricated as an integrated circuit . 
on the substrate, as illustrated in FIG. 5 (col. 7, lines 30-51). 

Regarding claims 7, 13,19, 24, 28, 32, 36, and 41, Aoki et al do not teach a light emitting 
device which includes a display portion and a driver circuit formed over the same substrate such 
the display portion and the driver circuit include various components such as circuits, wherein 
all semiconductor elements in those components are n-channel semiconductor elements.
